2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the previous 
Office action filed November 26, 2004, dependent claims 4, 5, 12, 17 and 18 were indicated as 
containing allowable subject matter. Applicant's amendment filed March 28, 2005 incorporates 
the allowable subject matter of now-canceled claims 4, 12 and 17 into independent claims 1,11 
and 16, respectively; moreover, the newly-added structural limitation to independent claims 9, 13 
and 22 of the foot section support having an additional "angled (side) portion extending 
upwardly at an angle relative to the bottom surface of the body (or relative to the first portion of 
the support) of about 40 degrees" is considered to distinguish fully Applicant's invention from 
the patient support devices disclosed within the prior art.
